NOT ACCEPTABLE 


Norway Unwilling to Rare 
Frontier Fortresses, 


Storthing Assembles Today and in 
Day or Two Government Will 
Submit Bill for Dissolution 
of Union With 
Sweden. 


Christiania, August 2!.—The storthing 
will assemble today. The Associated 
Press is Informed that the Norwegian 
government within a day or two will 
submit a proposal relating to the disso- 
lution of the union of Norway and Swe- 
den. Both governments are anxious to 
secure a solution of the difficulties at the 
earliest date possible, Consequently, it is 
understood that the storthing will re- 
quest the riksdag to secure the dissolu- 
tion of the union by a formal resolution 
and repeal of the treaty, and will imme- 
diately authorize the government to nego- 
tlate with the riksdag concerning Swe- 
den’s conditions, 

There is an apparent strong feeling 
against the acceptance in toto of Swe- 
den's terms, and especially against the 
destruction of any fortress. Should Swe- 
den not recede, it Is considered probable 
that Norway will propose arbitration of 
the disputed points. 


OUR MEN ROUND SHOULDERED. 


Careless Office Habits Mainly io 
Blame, the Doctor Says. 


(From The New York Evening Sun.) 

“Were it not fo the vacation habit I 
am inclined to think that the average 
New York man would be even more 
round shouldered than he is,’’ said a New 
York physician. 

“For that reason I am more careful to 
emphasize the importance of taking a v&é- 
cation to the young men than to the 
young women; for after middlé age round 
shoulders are nearly always there ‘fo 
stay. If a man reaches the age of 45 or 
50 without acquiring a stoop the chan‘es 
are, provided his health is good, that he 
will be perfectly erect at 60 or 70. 

‘When I was traveling in Europe last 
summer an Englishman who seemed to 
be more observing than most of his coun- 
trymen whom I have met put this ques- 
tion to me: 

“*Why is it that the American women 
put up so much better an appearance 
than the men in figure and carriage?’ 

‘‘Bhis Englishman, I found, had never 
crossed the Atlantic and was basing his 
conclusions on the appearance of the 
Americans he met in Europe. 

“After that I kept my eyes open and 
took a few notes on my own behalf, I 
had to admit that compared with the av- 
erage Englishman the American man ap- 
peared hollow chested and stoop shoul- 
dered, ‘whereas the American woman 
held her own every time with the HEng- 
ish woman. 

“What I said to the Englishman was 
this : 

‘‘*Perhaps American men work harder 
than you do over here With us even the 
well to do, the almost rich, sit long heurs 
every day at a desk, evidently cfring less 
about the shape of their shoulders than 
the size of their bank account.’ 

“He got back at me with: ‘But don’t 
many women work long hours, too?’ 

“This 1 acknowledged, thinking of the 
thousands of typewriters, stenographers, 
telegraphers, and bookkcepers in the huge 
office buildings, and I hasfened to change 
the subject. 

‘When I got back to New York I begin 
to study the matter, and now were I! to 
meet that observing Hnglishman I might 
satisfy his curiosity. For instance, I have 
discovered that men of all classes, the 
educated as well as the flliterate, are 
mighty careless about the figure they 
cut when at work, wher&as women wage 
earners care just as much about the set 
of their shirt waists when at the office 
as when at home—muvre, in fact. 

“Dropping into a typewriter place one 
day in search of a stenographer, I no- 
ticed that nearly every young woman in 
the room sat erect, shoulders back, chest 
out, and I have observed the same thing 
at the telephone exchanges, in telegraph 
offices and even in restaurants where 
young women eat at tre lunch hour. 

‘Now, most men who sit at a desk are 
quite different. My cffice backs up 
against a building in which several ar- 
chitects have quarters. One of these men 
I have observed particularly of late te- 
cause of the long hours he keeps. Evi- 
dently he is on a rush job, At any rate 
from early morning until past midnight, 
with only the briefest stops, I have seen 
him hovering over his table, and al! that 
timé bent nearly double, his nose almost 
touching the paper. It is possible a wo- 
man architect might take the same pose. 
but I don’t believe it. 

“T have come to the conclusion that ‘t 
is almost impossible to run across a man 
who does not sprawl over his desk when 
he writes. If any one wants to prove this 
let him go some night, as I did, to the of- 
fice of one of the big New York newspa- 
pers and look into the reporters’ quartors 
at about the time when they are working 
for all they are worth. 

“On the occasion I mention there were 
twenty or thirty men, maybe more, seat- 
eq at desks, and I failed to discover one 
who sat up in the fashion prescribed to 
youngsters by all good schoolma’ams. 

“Ts there an office boy in New York 
who doesn’t almost lia down on the desk 
every time he puts his pen to paper? — 

“There is no getting away from thi 
fact. New York has developed an unde- 
sirably large crop of round shouldered 
men due almost solely to the carsisss 
habits of these same men in business 
hours. 

“My advice to all my young men pa- 
tients and friends is something like this: 
Take at least two wees’ vacation in ‘he 
summer, making a practice of walking 
several miles every day in the open air, 
shoulders back, head erect, and instead 
of lounging in a hammock when tired— 
an indulgence which tends to make 
round shoulders—lie flat on your back on 
the grass.”’

Former Minister to Pekin 
Not Going to Investigate 
Boycott, 


Washington, August 20.—Edwin H. Con- 
ger, Amreican ambassador to Mexico, is 
in Washington on his way to his home in 
jowa, from his recent visit to President 
Roosevelt at Oyster Bay. 

In an interview with The Post tonight 
he said that he was not going to China, 
as had been reported he might do, to 
allay the agitation there against Ameri- 
can imports. He declined to say posi- 
tively whether he would return to his 
post at Mexico City after the expiration 
of his two months’ leave of absence, 
Saying that it would be time enough to 
discuss that matter when the leave ex- 
pired. 

Speaking of the Chinese, the ambassa- 
dor said that when people talk about 
their buying extensively of American 
goods when the Orient is opemed after 
the Russian-Japanese war it must be re- 
membered that people cannot buy unless 
they have money to buy with. A coolile 
makes $6 per month in Mexican money 
and cannot be expected to support his 
family and invest heavily in articles of 
American manufacture at the same time. 
Probably the best investment at the pres- 
ent time, the ambassador said, !s in rail- 
roads.

bor would be employed and money might 
be obtained by the natives in that way.

Cooling Drinks for the Hot Days. 


(From The Washington Evening Star.) 
Barley Water—Wash two ounces and a 
half of barley and put it Into a little 
bolling water. After cooking for a few 
minutes pour off, add two quarts of fresh 
bolling water and let all ccok in a per- 
fectly clean saucepan until reduced one- 
half. Flavor with a little lemon juice. 

Barley Lemonade—Put a quarter of a 
pound of lump sugar into half a pint of 
water and boil until a_ thick sirup is 
formed. Add the rind of a fresh lemon 
rubbed on some of the sugar and the 
juice of two lemons. §&8tir, all together, 
then add two quarts of barley water. 
Cook a few minutes more. Strain into a 
jug ana when cold it is ready to use.

Advance Works Abandoned by 
Russians, 


On Falling Back Russians Burnt 
Bridges Behind Them—Army in 
Korea Has Established Certain 
Communication With Field 


Marshal Oyama. 


London, August 2!1.—The Daily Tele- 
araph’s Tokio correspondent says that 
despite the heavy rains the Japanese 
have advanced in northern Korea. 

The Russians abandoned their advance 
works and were driven back. After 
crossing the river the Russians destroy- 
ed the bridges, and there is no sign of 
the Russians south of the Tumen. 

The Japanese army in Korea already 
has effected a certain communication 
with Field Marshal Oyama, 

The Daily Telegraph’s correspondent 
at Moji says that General Linevitch’s 
defense works are now complete. His 
troops number between four hundred and 
five hundred thousand, 

Train loads of troops are arriving from 
Russia, and many are being sent f6 the 
Tumen. 

Japanese Off Kamchatka. 

Godzyadani, Manchuria, August 20.—A 
small squadron of Japanese cruisers is 
cruising off the shore of Kamchatka. 
Armed aechooners and torpedo boats con- 
tinue demonstrating all along the Sibe- 
rian coast. General Linevitch announces 
to the inhabitants of the Amur region 
that there fs no present cause for anx- 
jety or fear, as the entire region is 
quiet. 

Russian officers who have reached the 
mainland from Sakhalin report that the 
Russian force in the interior of the is- 
land occupies an almost impregnable 
position, and is receiving the full sup- 
port of the convicts. 

Bandit Band Annihilated. 

St. Petersburg, August 20.—An official 
dispatch from General Linevitch to the 
emperor, dated August [6, says that a 
Russian detachment has annihilated a 
band of Chinese bandits in the Lungchen 
district. The leader of the band and 
two Japanese were among the dead. 

Rioting at Kishineff. 

St. Petersburg, August 20—A private 
dispatch received here from Kishineff 
says that rioting occurred there Satur- 
day evening, following the publication 
of the emperor’s manifesto. The demon- 
strators are described as numbering sev- 
eral thousand, but were dispersed by 
mounted police. Shots were fired on the 
street, but there is no report of any 
casualties.

No better evidence of the fact that the 
visitation of mosquits fevér js not being 
controlled here, but that there is a 
chance for its eradication, can be found 
than in the daily reports of cases and 
deaths.

RAG PICKERS’ HIGH ANCESTRY. 


Indianapolis Knows Descendant of 
Sir Francis Drake in Lowly Calling. 


(From The Indianapolis News.) 

Samuel J. Drake, of this city, who, with 
his two-wheeled pushcart laden with old 
rags and junk has been a familiar sight 
about the streets of Indianapolis for 
years, is a figure of more than ordinary 
irrierest, 

He is a direct descendant of Sir Fran- 
itis Drake, the sea fighter, whose valor 
helped to Pface the flag of England at 
its highest pinnacle and to whom history 
gives the credit for a great part in the

Samuel J. Drake was born in a smal] 
New England village nearly sixty years 
ago.

He 
served as a private for fifteen years. He 
revisited his old home and saw his moth- 
that time. The mother 


and acquaintances and at last seemed to 
forg6t the very existence of the son. 

Drake completed his third enlistment 
in fhe regular army, and ten years ago 
came to Indianapolis. He was not the 
kind of man for whom army life is a 
training schoo] ffor better things, and 
when his long term of service was com- 
pleted he simply drifted about. As he 
himself say8, he was good for nothing 
but thé-work he took up—that of col- 
iron and other junk, 


two-whe@led cart that became a fimiliar 
sight about the streets. 

A year ago last February times became 
hard for Drake: There had been little 
to put aside for use in case of sickness 
or other misfortune, even had Drake been 
of a saving disposition. So, when hard 
times came, the old rag-picker, bending 
now beneath his load of years and hard. 
Ships, became desperate. One day some 
pieces of machinery were missing from 
the rear of a local laundry. A search by 
the police showed that they were in the 
possession of @ junk dealer, who had 
bought them ‘from Drake for a few cents 
although the machinery was worth a 
hundred times what had been paid for it 

Drake was arrested and received a 
workhouse sentence—probably a welcome 
thing to tide him over the remainder of 
a winter. While he was serving his sen- 
tence Drake received news that his moth- 
er had died in Boston, leaving property 
of considerable value, but to other per- 
sons. 

As soon as he regained his liberty, 
Drake began an investigation of the re- 
port. He employed as his attorney, -T. sg. 
Crutcher of this city. 

Mrs. Drake had been dead for almost 
two years before her son learned of her 
death. In her will the mother provided 
that a small legacy should go to her 
son provided he claimed it within two 
years. But, as far as could be learned 
by Drake’s Indianapolis attorney and the 
lawyer who looked after the matter in 
Boston, no effort was ever made to locate 
the missing man, even the lettere he 
wrote to his mother before her death hav- 
ing to all appearances never been deliv- 
eréd. 

Drake, through his Indianapolis attor- 
ney, prepared to bring sult to have his 
mother’s will set aside, alleging undue 
influence brought to bear by an attorney 
in Boston and a nurse, the other bene- 
ficlary, who had looked after legal mat- 
ters for Mrs. Drake. Some time was ne- 
cessary in the completion of Drake's 
case. as proofs of his identitv had to be 
obtained. At last, however. a short time 
ago, without the matter ever having 
reached the courts, a settlement was af- 
fected and Drake came into possession 
of the property that was rightfully his. 
The first instalment of his legacy was re. 
cently pall.age@p to aim, and in due time 
the entire amount, which will, it ig 
thought, reach close to $30,000, will be 
paid over to him.

SWEDE DEMANDS. 
NOT ACCEPTABLE 


Norway Unwilling to Rare 
Frontier Fortresses, 


Storthing Assembles Today and in 
Day or Two Government Will 
Submit Bill for Dissolution 
of Union With 

; Sweden. 


Christiania, August 2!.—The storthing 
will assemble today. The Associated 
Press is informed that the Norwegian 
government within a day or two will 
submit a proposal relating to the disso- 
lution of the union of Norway and Swe- 
den. Both governments are anxious to 
secure a solution of the difficulties at the 
Consequently, it is 
understood that the storthing will re- 
quest the riksdag to secure the dissolu- 
tion of the union by a formal resolution 
and repeal of the treaty, and will imme- 
diately authorize the government to nego- 
tlate with the riksdag concerning Swe- 
den’s conditions, 

There is an apparent strong feeling 
against the acceptance in toto of Swe- 
den's terms, and especially against the 
destruction of any fortress. Should Swe- 
den not recede, it Is considered probable 
that Norway will propose arbitration of 
the disputed points. 


OUR MEN ROUND SHOULDERED. 


Careless Office Habits Mainly io 
Blame, the Doctor Says. 


(From The New York Evening Sun.) 

“Were it ngt fo® the vacation habit I 
am inclined to think that the average 
New York man would be even more 
round shouldered than he is,’’ said a New 
York physician. 

“For that reason I am more careful t9 
emphasize the importance of taking a v&é- 
cation to the young men than to the 
young women; for after middlé age round 
shoulders are nearly always there fro 
stay. If a man reaches the age of 45 or 
50 without acquiring a stoop the chan‘es 
are, provided his health is good, that he 
will be perfectly erect at 60 or 70. 

‘When I was traveling in (Europe last 
summer an Englishman who seemed to 
be more observing than most of his soun- 
trymen whom I have met put this ques- 
tion to me: 

‘*Why is it that the American women 
put up so much better an appearanse 
than the men in figure and carriage?’ 

‘‘Bhis Englishman, I found, had never 
crossed the Atlantic and was basing his 
conclusions on the appearance of the 
Americans he met in Europe. 

“After that I kept my eyes Open and 
took a few notes on my own behalf, I 
had to admit that compared with the av- 
erage Englishman the American man ap- 
peared hollow chested and stoop shoul- 
dered, twhereas the American woman 
held her own every time with the Eng- 
Hsh woman. 

‘What I said to the Englishman was 
this : 

‘*Perhaps American men work harder 
than you do over here With us even the 
well to do, the almost rich, sit long heurs 
every day at a desk, evidently cfring less 
about the shape of their shoulders than 
the size of their bank account.’ 

“He got back at me with: ‘But don’t 
many women work long hours, too?’ 

“This I acknowledged, thinking of the 
thousands of typewriters, stenographers, 
telegraphers, and bookkcepers in the huge 
office buildings, and I hasfened to change 
the subject. 

‘When I got back to New York I begin 
to study the matter, and now were I to 
meet that observing Englishman I might 
satisfy his curiosity. For instance, I have 
discovered that men of all classes, the 
educated as well as the flliterate, are 
mighty careless about the figure they 
cut when at work, wherfas women wage 
earners care just as much about the set 
of their shirt waists when at the office 
as when at home—mvre, in fact. 

“Dropping into a typewriter place one 
Gay in search of a stenographer, I no- 
ticed that nearly every young woman in 
the room sat erect, shoulders back, chest 
out, and I have observed the same thing 
at the telephone exchanges, in telegraph 
offices and even in restaurants where 
young women eat at tre lunch hour. 

“Now, most men who sit at a desk are 
quite different. My cffice backs up 
against a building in which several ar- 
chitects have quarters. One of these men 
I have observed particularly of late te- 
cause of the long hours he keeps. Evi- 
dently he is on a rush job, At any rate 
from early morning until past midnight, 
with only the briefest stops, I have seen 
him hovering over his table, and al! that 
timé bent nearly double, his nose almost 
touching the paper. It is possible a wo- 
man architect might take the same pose. 
but I don’t believe it. 

“T have come to the conclusion that ‘t 
is almost impossible to run across a man 
who does not sprawl over his desk when 
he writes. If any one wants to prove this 
let him go some night, as I did, to the of- 
fice of one of the big New York newspa- 
pers and look into the reporters’ quarters 
at about the time when they are working 
for al] they are worth. 

“On the occasion I mention there were 
twenty or thirty men, maybe more, seat- 
eq at desks, and I failed to discover one 
who sat up in the fashion prescribed to 
youngsters by all good schoolma’ams. 

“Is there an office boy in New York 
who doesn’t almost lia down on the desk 
every time he puts his pen to paper? — 

“There is no getting away from this 
fact. New York has developed an unde- 
sirably large crop of round shouldered 
men due almost solely to the caralsss 
habits of these same men in business 
hours. ; 

“My advice to all my young men pa- 
tients and friends is something like this: 
Take at least two wees’ vacation in ‘he 
summer, making a practice of walking 
several miles every day in the open air, 
shoulders back, head erect, and instead 
of lounging in a hammock when tired— 
an indulgence which tends to make 
round shoulders—lie flat on your back on 
the grass.’’

Washington, August 20.—Edwin H. Con- 
ger, Amreican ambassador to Mexico, is 
in Washington on his way to his home in 
lowa, from his recent visit to President 
Rooseveit at Oyster Bay. 

In an interview with The Post tonight 
he said that he was not going to China, 
@s had been reported he might do, to 


| allay the agitation there against Ameri- 


can imports. He declined to say posi- 
tively whether he would return to his 
post at Mexico City after the expiration 
of his two months’ leave of absence, 
Saying that it would be time enough to 
discuss that matter when the leave ex- 
pired. 

Speaking of the Chinese, the ambassa- 
dor said that when people talk about 
their buying extensively of American 
g00ds when the Orient is opened after 
the Russian-Japanese war it must be re- 
membered that people cannot buy unless 
they have money to buy with. A coolie 
makes $6 per month in Mexican money 
and cannot be expected to support his 
family and invest heavily in articles of 
American manufacture at the same time. 
Probably the best investment at the pres- 
ent time, the ambassador said, fs in rail- 
roads. In the building of them much la. 
bor would be employed and money might 
be obtained by the natives in that way. 

The idea of Japan exerting a great 
influence on China after the close of the 
war with Russia, Mr. Conger declared, is 
a big bugaboo, the outgrowth of another 
big bugaboo, the so called ‘‘yeliow peril.”

Cooling Drinks for the Hot Days. 


(From. The Washington Evening Star.) 
Barley Water—Wash two ounces and a 
half of barley and put it into a Uttle 
bolling water. After cooking for a few 
minutes pour off, add two quarts of fresh 
bolling water and let al] ccok in a per- 
fectly clean saucepan until reduced one- 
half. Flavor with a little lemon juice. 

Barley Lemonade—Put a quarter of a 
pound of lump sugar into half a pint of 
water and boil until a_ thick sirup is 
formed. Add the rind of a fresh lemon 
rubbed on some of the sugar and the 
juice of two lemons. Stir, all together, 
then add two quarts of barley water. 
Cook a few minutes more. Strain into a 
jug and when cold it is ready to use. 

Rice Water—This is very useful in sick. 
ness. Wash 2 ounces of rice in cold wa- 
ter, set it on the fire in a quart of water 
and cook for an hour. Rub through a 
sieve, sweeten with honey and flavor with 
lemon juice. 

Summer Tea—Brew some fairly strong 
tea and add it to a rich lemonade. Pour 
tnto glasses one-half ful] of claret and 
ice. The commingling fluids make a de- 
lightfu] beverage. 

Raspberry Shrud—Put three quarts of 
fresh raspberries into an earthen jar and 
pour over them one quart of cider vine- 
gar. Let this mixture stand for.twenty- 
four hours. Again strain through the 
jelly bag. Add one pint of sugar to each 
pint of juice and boil twenty minutes. 
When cool, bottle. One-fourth of the 
raspberry shrub to three-fourths of wae- 
ter are the proportions when served.

ONLY JAPANESE 
SOUTH OF TUMEN 


Advance Works Abandoned by 
Russians, 


On Falling Back Russians Burnt 
Bridges Behind Them—Army in 
Korea Has Esjablished Certain 
Communication With Field 


London, August 2!1.—The Daily Tele- 
graph’s Tokio correspondent says that 
despite the heavy rains the Japanese 
have advanced in northern Korea. 

The Russians abandoned their advance 
works and were driven back. After 
crossing the river the Russians destroy- 
ed the bridges, and there is no sign of 
the Russians south of the Tumen. 

The Japanese army in Korea already 
has effected a certain communication 
with Field Marshal Oyama, 

The Daily Telegraph's correspondent 
at Moji says that General Linevitch’s 
defense works are now complete. His 
troops number between four hundred and 
five hundred thousand, 

Train loads of troops are arriving from 
Russia, and many are being sent {6 the 
Tumen. 

Japanese Off Kamchatka. 

Godzyadani, Manchuria, August 20.—A 
Small squadron of Japanese cruisers is 
cruising off the shore of Kamchatka. 
Armed schooners and torpedo boats con- 
tinue demonstrating all along the Sibe- 
rian coast. General Linevitch announces 
to the inhabitants of the Amur region 
that there fs no present cause for anx- 
jety or fear, as the entire region is 
quiet. 

Russian officers who have reached the 
mainland from Sakhalin report that the 
Russian force in the interior of the is- 
land occupies an almost impregnable 
position, and is receiving the full sup- 
port of the convicts. 

Bandit Band Annihilated. 

St. Petersburg, August 20.—An official 
dispatch from General Linevitch to the 
emperor, dated August |[6, says that a 
Russian detachment has annihilated a 
band of Chinese bandits in the Lungchen 
district. The lea@er of the band and 
two Japanese were among the dead. 

Rioting at Kishineff. 

St. Petersburg, August 20.—A private 
dispatch received here from Kishineff 
says that rioting occurred there Satur- 
day evening, following the publication 
of the emperor’s manifesto. The demon- 
strators are described as numbering sev- 
eral thousand, but were dispersed by 
mounted police. Shots were fired on the 
street, but there is no report of any 
casualties. 


Boy Loses Arm. 


Tifton ,Ga., August 20.—(Special.)— 
While at work in the planing mill of H. 
H. Tift yesterday morning, Arthur, the 
\8-year-old son of J. J. Baker, had his 
left hand caught in the cylinders of a 
planing machine and the hand and fore- 
arm crushed to a pulp.

No better evidence of the fact that the 
visitation of mosquity fevér is not being 
controlled here, but that there is a 
chance for its eradication, can be found 
than in the daily reports of cases and 
deaths. 

For several days now the number of 
new cases has shown a decline, while tne 
number of deaths have been remarkably 
lower, considering the number of cases 
reported a week ago. The death list in- 
dicates that practically every case that 
develops is now being reported, and that 
means that the modern method of treat- 
ment to prevent spread is being applied. 
When that condition is assureu the end 
of .visitation ig in sight, and it looks aa 
if that condition is approaching. 

Comparisons with the visitation of 1878 
show that there is no reason for a’arm 
in the present instances.

SIXTEEN DEAD 
FROM WRECK 


Fourteen Bodies Taken From 
River---Two Die at 
Hospital. 


Norfolk, Va., August 20.—The bodies 
of two more victims of the Kinston and 
Greenville excursion railway wreck of 
Thursday were found today in the west- 
ern branch of the Elizabeth river, near 


the scene of the accident. One of these. 


was Thomas Ferguson. the drawbridge 
keeper, who was knocked off the bridge 
and drowned when the train plunged 
through the open draw. 

This makes fourteen bodies in all that 
have been recovered from the river, with 
two dead in St, Vincent hospital here, 
making sixteen known dead up to this 
time. 

The body of Jack Atkinson, the first to 
die in the hospital, was shipped to his 
former home in Greenville last night, and 
the body of Preston Combo, aged 57 
years, the second victim to die in the 
hospital, was shipped to his home in Co- 
field, N. C., this morning. 

The wrecked engine. which was partial- 
ly raised Jast evening and then fell into 
the water again, was again raised at 
noon today and placed on board the 
wrecking apparatus. The other wrecka- 
age is being rapidly cleared and work 
upon the new draw to replace.the old one 
will begin early in the week.

GUNS IN VERX BAD CONDITION. 


Arms Turned Over by Disbanded Ne- 
gro Company. 

Beaufort, S. C., August 20.—(Special.)— 
[deutenant H. KE, Scheper, commanding 
the Third division of the South Carolina 
naval battalion, and acting under instruc- 
tions from the state military authorities 
at Columbia, took possession yesterday 
of military equipment, consisting of some 
sixty Krag-Jorgensen rifles of the most 
modern type, uniforms, etc., recently In 
possession of the Beaufort Light Infant- 
ry, a negor military company among those 
disbanded by the state under an act of 
the general assembly, approved at its last 
session. The equipment, which was de- 
livered to Lieutenant Scheper, uvon his 
demand by B. H. Houston, captain of the 
disbanded company, was in a deplorable 
condition, and, with the exception of the 
Krag-Jorgensen rifles, is practically 
worthless. It was taken to the state 
arsenal and packed for shipment to Co- 
lumbia.

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GEORGIANS SHOW 
SAMPLES OF ORE 


Macon and Columbus Citizens 
Own Mine in Arizona, 


On Return From an Inspection of 
Their Property They Show Speci- 
mens of Gold, Silver and Cop- 
per Ore, That Have 
Been Assayed. 


Macon, Ga., August 20.—(Special.)—A 
new mining company operating in the 
far west, and composed largely of 
Hacon capital, is forging to the front, 
and frequent reports of wealthy pros- 
pects come from Macon citizens who 
journey often to see their property and to 
give direction in the matter of mining 
the ore. The latest glowing reports come 
from a party of four citizens—E. R. Do- 
zier, Dave W. Hill and Maltin Callag- 
han, of this city, and L. L. Dozier, of 
Columbus—just returning from the mines. 

Their property is the Monarch Mining 
and Smelting Company, located about 
ten miles from Wickenburg, Arizona. 
They bring back with them handsome 
samples of gold, silver and copper ore, 
and which they took with them as they 
came back through Denver to have Ex- 
pert C. M. Fueller, of that city, assay 
and report upon. Mr. Fueller informed 
the Macon prospectors that they have 
a very fine concé@ntrating ore and in 
addition said its high fluxing qualities 
should bring a premium at the smelter. 
As this property has an outcropping of 
this ore that is two thousand feet long, 
nine feet thick and four hundred feet 
wide and their ores averaged over $22 
per ton from the surface, it can be seen 
that their are great possibilities. The 
new Val Verde smelter, which is just 
being completed to do custom smelting. 
is on the line of the Santa Fe railway. 
only about 80 miles distant, and for 
the present this smelter will probably 
take care of their ores. Active develop- 
ing will open up the immense veins that 
outcrop, and it is estimated that in a 
few months the company can easily turn 
out 250 tons of ore per day. 

The Macon gentlemen composing the 


party are jubilant over their trip and 
the condition of their property, and are 
receiving congratulations of their frienus 
over the outlook. 

After inspecting the mines they spent 
several days at the Grand canyon of 
Arizona, Los Angeles and San Francisco, 
Calif., Tonapah, Nevada, the new gold 
camp, Salt Lake, Denver. and Chicago, 
and report a most delightful tour.

Is Federal Supervision Coming? 


Attorney General Beck, it is an- 
nounced that President Roosevelt has 
given assurance of hearty adminis- 
i'tration support to a bill providing 
for federal supervision of insurance 
companies. 

Senator Dryden is president of the 
Prudential, while Mr. Beck is counsel 
for the Mutual Life. These two gen- 
|tlemen spent three hours at Saga- 


‘more Hill a few days ago, and after 
'their conference with the president 
‘they declared that at the coming 
| session of congress an effort would 
be made to enact a law providing for 
federal supervision. 

At the last session Senator Dryden 
introduced such a bill; but owing to 
the predominance of other questions 
at the time, there was no serious con- 
sideration of it, even by the commit- 
tee to which it was referred. Since 
then, owing to investigations had and 
others pending, the insurance ques- 
tion has been so much agitated. that 


it is sure to assume large proportions 
in the consideration of congress. 

In his last message President Roose- 
velt said: 

The business of insurance vitally affects 
the great mass of the people of the Unit- 
ed States and is national and not local 
in its application. It involves a multi- 
tude of transactions among the people 
of different states and between Ameri- 
can companies and foreign governments. 

I urge that the congress carefully con- 
sider whether the power of the bureau 
of corporations cannot constitutionally 
be extended to cover interstate transac- 
tions in insurance. 

It is certain that in his message 
to the new congress the President 
will call attention to this recommen- 
dation, and will, in all probability, 
strengthen it. 

Senator Dryden is authority for the 
statement that nearly all the presi- 
dents of insurance companies desire 
national supervision. The laws In 
the various states differ so widely, 
he explains, that there are nearly as 
many different systems of supervision 
as there are states. “Every company,” 
he says, “would naturally prefer just 
one set of regulations, for that would 
make it easier and simpler.” 

While a great many lawyers believe 
that the decisions of the supreme 
court, particularly that of the famous 
case of Paul vs. Virginia, would seem 
to suggest the unconstitutionality of 
federal supervision or contro] of in- 
surance, others take a contrary view. 
Mr. Beck, for instance, believes that 
the finding of the court upon a federal 
statute such as is proposed would 
undoubtedly be different from the 
finding in the Paul vs. Virginia case, 
where the question was upon a state 
law. “I firmly believe,” says Mr. 
Beck, “that if congress enacts the law 
that is wanted, such a law would stand 
the scrutiny of the supreme court.” 

Mr. Beck points out that in the 
matter of national control of the in- 
surance business the United States 
is far behind Australia, Germany and 
other nations —a fact. but one which, 
of course, has no possible bearing 
upon the constitutionality of a federal 
supervision law in this country. The 
question being a large one, it is 
natural there should be wide differ- 
ences of opinion over it. There may 
be objections from states to any eli- 
mination of state control, but it is

The Luck of the Mandarins.

Chinese government, and yet foreign- | 
€rs stepped in to _ strengthen that | 
government’s hand. The disgraceful 
defeat at the hands of the Japanese | 
ten years ago was successfully ex-| 
plained away to the ignorant Chinese 
people by some such explanation as | 
this: | 

“The dwarfs of the islands rose | 
against the Son of Heaven, who 
called his foreign subjects and drove. 
the dwarfs away.” 

Thus did the story run throughout 
the length and breadth of the Middle 
Kingdom, -all save the few officials 
and a few of the intelligent class be- 
lieving that the mighty ruler at Pekin 
had brushed aside the Japanese with 
a wave of his hand; and that the, 
presence of foreign warships off | 
Shimoneseki, which compelled Japan’ 
to give back her territory to China, 
was the result of “imperial com- 
mand,” 

And so it is, or will be, with Man- 
churia. The Chinese government has 
been utterly incapable of preventing 
Manchuria slipping into the grasp of 
Russia; yet just at a time when that 
great province of the Chinese rulers 
seemed entirely lost, Japan steps in 
and forces Russia to restore Man- 
churia to China. Similarly the wolves 
of Europe bent upon seizing favored 
pieces of the empire have been held 
back by John Hay’s restraining hand. 

So it is that the dismemberment 
of China seems today as far off as 
it ever was—much farther than it 
has seemed in years. The Chinese 
government has been immeasurably 
strengthened, and without turning a 
hand for itself. 

Surely good fortune rests upon the 
wily Chinese mandarin who is thus 
permitted to pursue the gentle art of 
“squeezing” the people to his heart’s 
content and to the profit of his 
purse.

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Russia’s Generals. 

Perhaps the most significant evi- 
dence of changing conditions in Rus- 
sia is that furnished by the outspoken 
character of newspaper comment up- 
on military operations in the Far 
East. 

It has been but a short time since 
the Russian newspaper which at- 
tempted anything of this kind found 
itself censored beyond recognition. 
Now, however, the papers seem to be 
exercising great freedom in discuss- 
ing every phase of national life. 

A recent issue of Russ, published 
in St. Petersburg, contains an analysis 
of the work of various generals in the 
Far East, which is highly interesting 
because of its source. 

Sympathy is expressed for General 
Kuropatkin, who is pictured as hav- 
ing sacrificed health, happiness and 
career in order to win popularity as 
war minister. Though he schooled 
himself in the lessons of Skobeloff, 
he seems to have lacked entirely that 
great soldier’s initiative and decision, 
being rated rather as an excellent 
chief of staff than as a commanding 
general. 

To Linevitch this writer accredits 
field experience, freedom from. the 
habit of academic routine, deep knowl- 
edge of the Russian soldier and a 
right understanding of the enemy, the 
talent for choosing good assistants, 
physical wariness and cunning’”—the 
qualities of a great general, appar- 
ently, but his army is criticized as 
an instrument with broken chords. 
Altogether, however, the picture of 
Linevitch “s most favorable. 

Grippenberg is something of an 
enigma to the Russians. He is a 
Swede, a fine fighter and at Sandepu 
believed victory was in his grasp 
when orders came to retreat. Kaul- 
bers and Bilderling are pictured as 
prone to retreats, possessing no es- 
pecially strong qualities.

It is noted that the foreign military 
attaches accredit Stakelberg with 
being the most scientific of all the 
Russian generals, handicapped, how- 
ever, by ill health and by a tem- 
perament not in touch with that of 
the Russian soldier. 

The Russ is inclined to attribute 
the Russian failure to the lack of 
really great personalities among the 
czar’s commanders. While it may 
be true, and doubtless is, that Japan 
has had a great advantage over her 
enemy in this respect, there can be 
no question that the greatest advan- 
tage of the Mikado’s armies has been 
that of perfect organization and in 
the men handling the guns rather 
than a difference in commanders.

Y last letter was written at the 
M close of the winter term, a few 
days prior to “going down” for 
the vacation preceding the summer term, 
as the session from April 28 to 24 
ts styled.

no town in English is eo rich in interest 
itself, nor situated in a more charming 
neighborhood. The town lies on the bank 
of the beautifu) little river Avon, in a 
region sufficiently hilly to afford many 
attractive bits of scenery—an ideal local- 
ity for the cyclist, since the roads are 
al] that one could ask. Our uays in 
Stratford were happily spent; the morn- 
ings in reading, the afternoons in ex- 
ploring the surrounding country within 
@ radius of 25 miles. 


Memorials of Shakespeare. 

Stratford is full of Shakespeare. There 
are Shakespeare hotels, cafes, banks, 
book stores, stables and barber shops. 
Most of these have mottoes taken from 
some Shakespearean play. A visit to 
the birth house, the church where the 
bard’s ashes lie, and Ann Hathaway's 
cottage reveals many memories of the 
poet. 

Eight miles from Stratford is Warwick, 
the ancient seat of the noble family of 
that name. In the old church there one 
may see the tombs of many of the War- 
wicks and of Robert Dudley. the favorite 
of Elizabeth. The castle ig one of the 
finest and best preserved in England. 
The grounds are in prefect order, full 
of flowers of every kind, and al) sorts 
of domestic fowls, principally peafow!s. 

Three miles further on is tHe little 
town of Kenilworth, with its ruined cas- 
tle, a picturesque reminder of the old 
times when knights and ladies jived here 
in all their mediaeval brillancy. We 
look at the crumbling ruin and reflect 
that here nearly seven hundred years 
ago Simon de Mortford and his sons 
fought Henry III and lost; and in much 
later times we have Scott’s famous 
pageant of Elizabeth's visit to henil- 
worth, then owned by the great Easscx. 

While my stay in Stratford was very 
pleasant, the desire fo get Yack to Ox- 
ford made the last week or two drag 
by. One is always told that the summer 
term is the most delightful part of the 
year. and particularly th@ first summer 
term, when everything is new. My ex- 
pectations were more than realized. The 
Oxford we found in May was quite a 
different town from winter Oxford. The 
bleakness of the bulldings is now re- 
HNeved by the thousands of shade trees 
on every hand, and the parks and col- 
lege gardens are full of shady retreats 
from the heat and noise of the street. 
In a moment one can step from the busy 
world into a perfect wilderness. The 
change is marvelous. On one side of a 
high wall, stores street cars. newsboys: 
on the other, solitude. fresh streams. 
dense shade and song birds. , 

Cricket and Tenmis Popular. 

Football, LaCrosse, Hockey, Golf Ata 
letics (track work) now give wa to 
cTicket and tennis, the only hoes per 
the summer, in addition to the boating, 
which goes on all the time.

* Much Discussion Among Mem- 
bers -of the force 
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Patrolmen Do Not Like Idea of Of- 
ficers Having Life-Time Jobs. 
Four Members Want-Im- 
mediate Ac- 
tion. 


The police force is considerably worked | 


Gp over the effort that is being made 
to establish the department On a civil 
service basis without waiting until the 
expiration of the present term for which 
the officers and men have been elected. 

Members of the police board are also 
Stirred up, and some are for immediate 
action Gn olvil service, while others think 
it is best {6 wait until April, 1907, when 
the next genera] election occurs. 

Under the ruling of the city attorney, 
the members of the polite force must vol- 
untarily, that is of their own will and 
accord and without any promises from the 
police. board, and unanimously resign as 
membdefs of fhe department, ‘before the 
dDoard can take any action. The mayor 
Hag stated that nothing should be done 
until the hatter comes up before the 
board in regular form. and this cannot 
ecour until the policemen have first acted, 

Just how the policemen are to begin 
steps to resign in a body is hard to Say. 
Somebody will have to gO around with a 
list and get all the officers and men to 
sign it. 

it is aald there are members of the 
force who will not resign under any cir- 
cumstances, because they either fear they 
may not be reelected or they desire a 
detter showing under civi! Service after 
there has been another general election. 

It seems to be pretty certain that the 
patrolmen do not like the idéa. of the 
Officers being elected for life. They say 
that if Such a rule obtains, there wil] be 
no chance of promotion, and that some 
men, when given a lifetime power, may 
become tyrannical, Of course, it is taken 
for granted that the officers would not 
Oppose being given lifetime jobs. 

Fire Department Referred To. 

When speaking of civt! service for the 
Police, the fire department is usually re- 
ferred to, and now it is being pomted out 
that Chief Joyner is elected every two 
years by the city council. 

Chairman Nunnally does not like the 
idea of the officers holding their posi- 
tions fur life. He thinks all the mem- 
bers of the force should be placed under 
civil service as soon as possible, but he 
does not believe this rule should apply 
to the officers. 

It is safd that four members of the 
board, the mayor, Councilman Oldknow 
and Commissioners Fox and Johnson, are 
in favor of getting the policemen to re- 
eten and eiccting them. officers and men, 
just as they now stand, under civil ser- 
vices. 

City Attorfiey Mayson has ruled that 
the policemen must resign to a man and 
do it without any hope of immediate re- 
election being held out by the board. 

The members of the force are talking 
about nothing else just now, and it wili 
continue to be a source of much. discus- 
sion and speculation for several days to 
€eome. 


ANS DIFFER ON DECREE. 


sts Call It a Joke, While Of- 

_.. ficial Journalg Praise. 

rae August 20.—The Russian em- 
_§ “decree convoking a national as- 
sembly was published in Germany yester- 
day evening and is analyzed by the news- 
papers today. The conditions existing in 
the empire of her next-door neighbor 
are probably as well understood in Ger- 
muany as in any outside state, yet opinion 
is as varied regarding the organic change 
in the Russian system as there are 
political groups. 

The socialist newspapers published by 
the powerful party organization which 
is also assisting financially and by agi- 
tation the socialist revolutionary party 
in Russia, mock at the decree and call 
it an imperial joke of Emperor Nicholas 
designed to show those in his empire 
struggling for constitutional liberty how 
little he cares for their aspirations. The 
newspapers aver that a constitution pro- 
viding for 180 voters in such cities as 
St. Petersburg and Moscow is to be 
laughed at. 

The North German Gazette considers 
that Emperor Nicholas by a stroke has 
placed Russia among the constitutional 
g°vernments of the world. It regards 
the document as drawn with wisdom 
inspired by a sincere purpose to begin 
self government and yet taking due ac- 
count of .tthe inability of Russians, as a 
whole, to govern themselves. While not 
everything this semi-final journal says 
is inspired its directors manage to give 
on important questions the monarchical 
and intensely conservative view. 

Between the two extremes of opinion 
are others which voice the hope. that 
Russia has at last begun the develop- 
ment of constitutional institutions, a 
development that must be slow and ex- 
verimental.

Besides being a flesh and blood realiza- 
tion of all the beauties mythology 
ascribes to Adonis, Colonel Silverman Is 
a most hospitable host, a philanthropist, 
a wit, a diplomat, a military authority of 
high rank, a poet and, above all, a phil- 
osopher. 

Like Ben Franklin, who wrote epigrams 
and published them under the nom de 
Plume ‘‘Poor Richard,’’ Colonel Silverman 
is wont to regale as well and edify —is 
numberiless friends by injecting into every 
conversation a few sparkling proverbs 
of his own. 

“The conceit of man ig intolerable,’’ he 
remarked the other day. “See to what 
Straits he can be reduced by so insignifi- 
cant a thing as the mosquito, and yet 
with what scorn as we regard a single 
individual of the mosquito race when 
we compare him with our own illustrious 
selves. Verily the proboscis of the sfe- 
gomyia is mightier than either the pen or 
the sword.’’ 

And again in the same conversation the 
colonel gave uttenance to the follow- 
ing words of wisdom: 

“We have no Asiatic leprosy or bubonic 
plague in this land of the free and 
home of the brave, but I am strongly 
inclined to the opinion that an epidemic 
of leprosy of the heart and itching palm 
is rampant among our people.” 

One who knows the colonei and has 
ever conversed with him might go on 
ad infinitum quoting similar jewels of 
wisdom drawn fro mthe deep mines of 
his remarkable brain, but it is proba-

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| to convince the most sceptical that in the 
halls of fame the dim future will one 
day build “Poor Richard’ and “Prince 
Nicotine,’”’ carved in enduring marble, will 
occupy one and the same niche in the 
most prominent angle of the corridor 
devoted to philosophers.

Lord Curzon’s Reply. 
‘Tt is apparent that his majesty’s gov- 
ernment deny me that confidence which 


alone can enable me to serve them, and 
attach a fundamentally dffferent iIn'er- 
pretation from myself to the modifica- 
tions, upon the acceptance of waich 
alone I consented to remain in office. 
The situation, therefore, remains where 
it was when I resigned in June. If the 
government is unable to accept my 
views, I request the premier to place my 
resignation in the hands of his majesty.” 

To this Mr. Brodrick replied that there 
was a request from Mr. Balfour that 
Lord Curzon reconsider his determina- 
tion. In a final dispatch, however, dated 
August 12, Lord Curzon says: 

“The main question {ts not the choice 
of individual, but one of the principles 
underlying a future change in our ad- 
ministration. I am reluctantly driven to 
the conclusion that the policy of his 
majestyv’s government is based on pr.n- 
ciples that I could not conscientiously 
carry into execution. In the interests of 
the new organization, it is desirable that 
I should be relieved from my duties with 
as little delay as possible.” 

To this Mr. Balfour himself repl'ed 
that he had “with the most profound 
regret submitted Lord Curzon's resigna- 
tion to the king.’’ 

Supplementary dispatches, after the re- 
celpt Of the resignation show, firstly, that 

« €(wvrzon and Lord Kitchener were 
unable to agree over te details of the 
military reorganization, and, secondly, 
that Lord Curzon at the time he left 


England expressed his entire disagree- 
ment with the plan. 

“But.” he says, “TI loyally commenced 
the undertaking, and only resigned when 
I realized that conflicts were certain to 
arise between the commander in chief 
and the rest of the government of India.’ 

His concluding sentence reads: 

‘Tt reflect wifh sorrow how little justifi- 
cation there hag been for the claim you 
make of having rendered me your con- 
Stant support.”

YELLOW BUTTERFLIES. 

J. H. J., Gholson, Ala.—Pleage tell me 
Why the yellow butterfiles are aj] going 
east at this season? Where do they come 
from, and where do they go to? Piease

Answer—So far as I know, the butter- 
files do not purposely fly in any particu- 
lar direction, but their short flights are 
controlled by the smell and sight of 
flowers and appropriate food or hosxt 
plants for their young. I think they fly 
mostly with prevailing wind. They don't 
“come from"’ nor do they ‘go to’’ any- 
where, excepting about gq limited area. 
The common white and yellow butterfly 
that appears early in spring and con- 
tinue all summer is the perfect, or aduit 
form, of the caterpillars, or cabbage 
worms, often so destructive to cabbage, 
radish, turnips, peppergrass, shepherds 
purse and other specie of cruciferous 
Plants. The later butterfiles lay their 
eggs on these plants, and these eggs 
hatch into caterpillars, and the caterpil- 
lars turn into the crysalid form in which 
they go through the winter, and come 
forth in the spring as perfect putterflies. 
These commence laying eggs on any of 
the plants named above, the butterflies 
die, and the eggs hatch into caterpillars, 
and these change into butterfiles, and so 
throughout the summer. Ge; a book on 
entomology and study about insects. 

SOWING JOHNSON GRASS SEED. 

Maddox and Pattern, Beaumont, Tex.— 
1. What time of the year is best to sow 
Johnson grass, and is it good for hogs? 


2. What time should rescue grass be 
sown? 

3. Which is the best breed of hogs 
for woodland pasture? 

Answer—!. If there shal] be good sea- 
sons in September or early in October 
it may be well to sow then. But df the 
ground be dry at time of sowing and 
should remain so until nearly the time 
for first frost the young and tender 
plants will be quite liable to be killed by 
the first severe frost. On the whole it 
is probably better to wait until March, 
when the seeds may be sown with more 
certainty, using about 40 pounds per 
acre and covering not over an inch deep 
with a harrow, on well plower and har- 
rowed soil. It is a good grazing grass 
so far as benefiting w+hhogs is concerned, 
the latter belng especially fond of the 
large jointed stems. 

2. Rescue grass may be sown in Sep- 
tember wor early in October. It is well to 
prepare the land and sow early in Sep- 
tember, or that the seeds may get the 
germinating effect of the first rain that 
may occur.

At these times she seems to choke, anu 
discharges smell bad, and she coughs. 
She eats hearty. She seems to have 
labored breathing in mding; can't get 
her breath through her nose very well, 

Answer—The following is a good treat- 
ment for chronic catarrh: Give one dram 
of pure pulverized copperas at a dose 
three times a day in a small bran magh. 
Steam the nostrils with a pail of boiling 
hot water In which two ounces of turpen- 
tine have been put. Keep the pail (half 
filled) under the animal's nose for ten 
minutes at a time three times a day. 
After giving the copperas for two or 
three weeks and there is no improve- 
ment, try one-half of Fowler's solution 
of arsenic twice a day in a bran mash. 

It is possible that it may be a case of 
glanders, and I therefore advise that you 
keep the animal away from other horses 
or mules, until satisfied that it is not 
that disease.

HORSE DOES NOT SWEAT. 

H. L. R., Orange City, Fla.—I have a 
horse that I would like for you to tell 
me what is the matter with um.

I think if he could be made to perspire 
he would be all right, Am feeding ground 
feed (wet) and good timothy hay. Please 
answer through your paper. 

Answer—First give him a dose of one 
pint of raw linseed ojl ag a purge. After 
the oil has operated, prepare and give as 
follows: Four ounces each of powdered 
Saltpetre and copperats: divide into 24 
powders and give one every night and 
morning in @ small bran mash. The fail- 
ure to sweat is not itself a disease, but 
merely a symptom of a disordered condi- 
tion of the interior organs. Change his 
food and see that he has something green 
and succulent every day. 

A WORMY MARE.

If not stopped will 
cause other trouble. Please give reme- 
dies through The Constitution. 

Answer—It is quite probable that the 
mare is developing heaves or broken 
wind, although your description is not 
full and complete. A short, supprssed 
cough is often the forerunner of an at- 
tack, though not always. In breathing, 
during one of the spells, the air is easily 
drawn into the lungs, but there seems 
to be a difficulty in expelling it and it 
takes a double effort to do so, causing 
the animal to “heave.’’ These spells are 
apt to occur immediately after eating a 
full meal, even the act of drinking will 
bring on one. Treatment: Feed so as 
not to overload the stomacn. Always 
divide the food into three feeds at regu- 
lar hours. Give a little hay first, then 
water, then the grain. Never feed more 
than 10 or I2 pounds of hay per day 
and then only of the best quality, clear 
of dust and mold. It is adviseu to feed 
chiefly on shelled oats and not much hay. 
For a tonic mix 4 ounces each of pow- 
dered copperas and saltpeter or 2 ounces 
of pulverized nux vomtca, divide into 
twenty-four doses and give one every 
night in a bran mash. After this quan- 
tity has been given skip two or three 
weeks and then give another course.
